Tbe steam, heating pipes were taken from 
between the wall) and run directly through 
the hallways and rooms, affording a larger 
radiating service, giving more uniformity 
of temperation and causing a grant saving 
of fuel. 
The Beverage system was thor- 


oughly repaired and a large terra ootta 
sewer laid from the building to tLe liter in 
place of the old wooden one formerly in 
use. 


The water system has been changed so 


that water is pumped to a large supply 
tank outside of the building, and should 
any accident occur to this tank thu pipes 
are connected in such a manner that by the 
turning of a large globe valve at a junction 
of the pipes the water can be turned 
directly into the building and forced by tbe 
pumping machinery at a high pressure. A 
new steam pump baa been purchased and. 
placed at the station as an adjunct to the 
water pump formerly used. 
The cistern or 


well has been enlarged and tbe heavy tim- 
bers with which it was formerly walled up 
supplanted with heavy stone. 


The steam heating apparatas has been 


supplanted with a large drying drum, which 
gives a plentiful supply ol dry steam and 
aids in the saving of fuel. 


In the main building new water closet* 


and traps have been put in, and the sani- 
tary conditions are all that could be wished. 
New maple and pitch pine floors have been 
laid throughout the closets, dining and 
sitting rooms and wherever needed. 


The two wards on the third floor have 


been so connected by a partition on the 
landing as to make them piactio.lly one 
ward, or tbey can be separated into two 
This arranKeui»nt affords excellent ventila- 
tion besides giving ample room for exorcise 
when patients, through inclement weather, 
remain iudoon, tne hall being 230 feet 
long. 


A new brick oven for the bakery and a 


new furnace for the ironing room have been 
constructed.

the Atlantic. The same old "if," as ap- 
plying to rescinding the dimensions 
clause in the deed of gift, is always the I 
stumbling block, and has become a veri- 
table bete noire to American yachtsmen. 
This year the fetir is without foundation, 
for no challenge has been sent, and even 
had one been received and accepted, no 
race would be held until 1833. But the 
prospect for an international race is very 
gloomy. 
The Englishmen declare positively 


they -will never race under the present 
deed of gift, with its dimensions clause 
compelling them to give away all the 
measurements of their boat ten months 
in advance of the race, and those mem- 
bers of the New York Yacht club -who 
have the matter in charge are equally 
positive in declaring that the dimensions 
clause shall remain. 
To the outside 


yachtsmen—m fact, to any sportsman- 
it looks as though the New York Yacht 
club committee, having taken this po- 
sition, was determined to hold it, despite 
the consequence'!. 
However, as the 


races have always been arranged be- 
tween two or three men on each side, it 
is possible that some contingency, vf 
which none cmtsido the innermost circle 
are informed, may have demanded this 
"obnoxious clause." 


Whatever the cause, the fact remains 


that yachting on both bides the Atlantic 
is suffering from the deadlock.—Uar- 
per's Weekly.

Fishing for Sponges. 


The British consul in his report on the 


trade of Tripoli remarks that the sponge 
fishery on that coabt is entirely in the 
hands of Greeks, and is carried on by 
means of numerous small craft, employ- 
ing about 700 men among them. 
The 


fishing takes place in the summer month* 
only and is effected by machine boats 
provided with proper diving apparatus, 
or by trawlers and harpoon boats. The 
diving machines, as the divers have time 
to select and cut them, naturally secure 
the best sponges, but the trawl nets and 
harpoon boats, which can only fiah in 
comparatively shallow waters, to a great- 
er or less extent damage the sponges by 
tearing them from the bottom. 


The best sponges are found to the' 


westward of Tripoli, the quality becom- 
ing inferior toward the east. The div- 
ing is dangerous, owing to the presence 
of sharks, and other accidents to be met 
with, such as remaining too long under 
the water or diving beyond the proper 
limits, which often exhausts the divers 
and proves fatal to them. — English 
Mechanic.
